Stuners, and we guiltles: oz at leaſt, as though we were 
puuiledged from the puniſhment, how ſoeuer we haue bin 
partakers in the offence, The matter in deede we can mer⸗ 
uaile at, and the circumſtances we can diſcourſe,and if neeve 
be, ampliſie, repozting(peraduenture)moze than we know, 
and telling (ſometimes) moꝛe than we haue heard: foꝛ re- 
ports are as light, as repoꝛters are lewde,and many things 
ſpoken in haſte, that are pꝛooued at leiſure, But we are ſtill 
in life and conuerſation as befoze, and as fo repentance, oꝛ 
amendment, it is not once thought of, Carnall ſecuritie lul⸗ 
lech vs ſo afleepe in delights and cogitations of wozlvly 
pleaſure, that we cannot fruitfully heare the dzedfull threat. 
nings of Gods judgements, fearing vs from euill, much

of thy vilitatton, The Loꝛd open our eyes, and mollifte our
